Gore, chairman of the House

Asserting he was not trying

10-Mill Hike 
Is Endorsed 


., Approximately 8SO persons at« 
tended a meeting Thursday night 
in the Hope High School auditor- 
ium to discuss the financial pro- 
blems of Hope School District 


Wayne Russell served as mas- 


ter of ceremonies and the invo- 
cation was given by Rev. Walter 
White. 


Russell stated in his opening 


remarks that the purpose of the 
meeting was the need for an 
Increase In mlllage and support 
of the local school board in their 
quest for a 50-mfll tax, The pre- 
sent levy Is 40 mills which stays 
In effect until July 1,1971. 


After stating that local-level 


financing is "Just not adequate 
to maintain a proper educational 
program, "Mr. Russell Introduc- 
ed George Frazier, president of 
the school board. 


Mr. I-'razier also cited the 


need for more mlllage and called 
for a collective program of ac- 
tion involving the school board, 
school administration, and the 
citizens of the district. 


Supt. of Schools Jamos H.Jones 


was Introduced by Mr. Frazier. 
Mr. Jonos explained the meaning 
of one mill and 10 mills and what 
the 
Increased mlllage would 


mean to the average property 
owner. Ho stressed the need for a 
vocational expansion program, a 
competitive teacher salary sche- 
dule, more Instructional materi- 
als for the teachers to work with, 
and acquisition of land around 
Yerger Junior High School. 


With 
the aid of films, Mr. 


Jones showed a comparison of lo- 
cal financial support of the Hope 
District with the support given 
surrounding cities: Arkadelphia, 
DeQueen, Nashville, Texarkana 
and Camden now have a 50 mill 
tax. By comparison, Hope Is a 
low-financed school locally, 
though, 31st In size In Arkai 
tor enrollment, Hope "is-in 
upper 25 per cent In program. 


Local finances now pro vide ap- 


proximately $1D9 per pupil per 
year but if the mlllage Increase 
program is passed, this figure 
would be raised to around $200 
per pupil. 


Discussing the average teach- 


er salary schedule by compari- 
son with other schools In this 
area, Mr. Jonos pointed out that 
Hope was next to the bottom, 
rising only above Ashdown. The 
average teacher's salary in Ark- 
ansas Is $G,280 as compared with 
Hope's $5,720 and Nashville's 
$6,510. 


Hope schools have an average 


dally pupil attendance of 2,646. 
Nashville 
has 
1,224, Prescott 


1,381, and DoQueen 1,173. But 
those other cities provide local 
financing for pupils on ttie aver- 
age of from $187 to $213. Hope 
teachers, with a bachelor's de- 
gree start at $5,200; teachers 
with a master's degree start 
at $5,500.
